Rovett, of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad, writing, ir^om, Yale, B.C., to 
a friend in Portland, under daie of Aug.

Our railroad wdilT is 'progressing very 
satisfactorily. We have 1600 men now 
at work covering a distance of nino miles. 
The lino now under contract extenda 
from Emory Bar to Savona Forry, a dis- 
tance of 125 miles. In this distance there 
will bo 25 tunnels, varying from 100 to 
IGOO feet in length. _;Tbo_ climate* is su- 
perior to any on "this" coast' during ' the 
summer months; .but in wintor, if reports 
are true, is not very satisfactory. Last 
year, I am informed, thero was not loss 
than fifteen ^ect of snow on tho level. 
Shoiild. w.e.bo. favored with such a winter 
this year wo cannot work men except in 
the tunnels during the winter months, 
which V70 propose to do. Eighty miles up 
tho country from this point, at a place 
called Nicpla, the climate is very favora- 
ble for winter work, so tho greater por- 
tion of ouriorees •«'ill be moved . up there 
during. the">nek't sixi vree^s and, remain 
until spring, when thoy will be brought, 
down to complete tho work hero. This 
will give us an opportunity of working all 
the year.

"An 
eCernal and obligatory round of dinners, 
concerts, balls, laying of foundation-

In the event of a .European war he 
would probably bo given a command, 
but we have hud none since ho attained 
to years of discretion, and no minis- 
ter has cared to incur tho responsi- 
bility of sending him to figiit savages. 
Had he beon '^asegaied" by Zulus, in- 
stead of Prince Louis I'Tapoleon, tbo 
clamour would probably have baen of 
ho noisiest. .TIo first; volunteered foi 
tho Aby.ssinian campaign, before he 
hud completed his eighteenth year, 
A fow years 'later he moved hoaven 
and earth to bo allowed to accompany 
his regiment on the. Ashantee oxpe 
dition, but both his august mother and 
Mr. Gladstone were inflexible. All ho 
could.do was to accompany his com- 
rades in arni.s to tho place of embark- 
ation, and sorrowfully shake hands 
with them all round. "I wish to tho 
deuce I could be with you fellows," he 
ruefully exclaimed ; and every one 
knew h'6w sincere was the longing ex- 
pressed. Lord BeaconsGeld was as 
rosoluto as his predecessor in refusing 
to permit tho Prince to go either to 
Afghanistan or to the Cape, though 
considerable pressuro was put on the 
Grst Minister. It was a practice of 
Prince Arthur's in his boyhood — and 
may bo in his manhood — to write re- 
gularly every day to the Queen when 
away from her." - - - -.

As the matter is pretty 
well ventilated now we wish to inform the 
public that our Victoria rates are: — For 
isolated dicellings J per cant, a year orlj 
per cent, for titree ytan, excluBive of city 
tax, — just half tho rato charged for tho 
same risk by tho eight companies repre- 
sented by Mr. Maaon.
